Not even waiting for 
the committee on credentials to re- 
port, the meeting to a man arose and 
nominated David Warnock. 

J. Drewry of De Winton, started 
the ball rolling. He was asked to 
make a short speech, and when he 
got on his feet, he nominated David 
Warnock the reciprocity standard 
bearer. He said all the delegates 
were there for that purpose, and he 
did not need to make a speech as Dr, 
Warnock was known to them all. 

Senator Talbot mentioned that this 
could not be done, as the committee 
on credentials had not reported and 
there might be some present not 
qualified to vote. 

“It is immaterial about the creden- 
tials.” said Mr, Drewry, “We are all 
here toa man for Dr. Warnock, 
credentials will not signify.” 

The meeting then rose en miusse 
and cheer after cheer was given for 
Pr. Warnock, with cries of: ‘He's 
the man!” and “We want no other.” 

“All right.” said Senator Talbot. 
«Iam in your hands. Let her go” 

George Lane seconded the nomina- 

ion, He said Dr. Warnock could 
win the constituency for the Liberals. 
Every delegate present, he said, knew 
Dr. Warnock to be a gentleman of 
the highest integrity, and with the 
best personal qualifications, 

“Are there any cther nominations?” 
asked the chairman. 

Again the meeting broke forth in 
cheers and cries of “No! no!”’ 

When the cheering subsided, Dr. 
Warnock’s name was put.to the meet- 
ing and carried amidst a perfect storm 
of applause. 

A LARGE CONVENTION 

After the nominating was over, the 
credential committee reported that 
187 delegates were present and every 
polling division represented. This 
was arecord for the Macleod riding 
and easily the best and most encour- 
aging convention the Liberals ever 
had, 


sO 


There was no doubt about the en- 
thusiasm of the meeting, and if it can 
be taken as a criterion, the Liberals 
have a splendid chance of winning 
the constituency. There were farm- 
ers present who had never troubled 
about attending conventions before, 
and more, there were a number of 
Conservatives present who signified 
their intention of voting in favor of 
the reciprocity pact. 

When the resolution endorsing  re- 
ciprocity was read, the chairman asked 
for a standing vote, and every dele- 
gate jumped to his feet. 

Besides the delegates there were 
over a hundred others present, and 
the spacious Macleod town hall even 
in the baleony, was taxed to its ful- 
lest capacity.

Resolved that we, the Liberals of 
Macleod riding in convention assem- 
bled, beg to express our continued 
and unfaltering confidence in Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, and our pride in the 
noble manner in which he represent- 
ed the first Dominion of the Empire 
at the Coronation of our beloved 
sovereign, George V., and our appre- 
ciation of his contributions to the 
work of the Imperial conference. 

We beg to express our continued 
confidence and our loyalty to the 
minister of interior, Hon, Frank Oli- 
ver, our appreciation of the work he 
has done for the Western provinces, 

Resolved further that in the opin- 
ion of this gathering, the measure 
presented in the last house providing 
for free interchange of natural pro 
ducts between the people of the Dom- 
inion of Canada and the people of the 
United States is consonant with the 
best traditions of Liberalism, and 
that the triumph of this measure will 
be of the greatest advantage to all the 
people of Canada, and particularly to 
the people of the Western provinces.
